W ashington, Feb. 15.-— Actuated by 
a sense of honor and a strict idea of jus­ 
te®, the state deportment baa taken 
to place in the hands of Senor 
Onnalejas, to whom the letter was ad- 
tfrmwed, tho epistle written by Senor 
Ifepnv De Uiine, which led to the resig- 
natv*n of the minister. The transaction 
ju explained in tile following brief state­ 
ment given out by tho state depart* 
mcnt: 
“Recognising that the legal owner- 
sh pof tho De Lome letter is in Mr. 
(Hnnlejas, and his agent and attorney, 
Mr. Carlisle, having presented proper 
jwthority to receive the same, the letter 
was delivered to him .” 
As explained in this statement, Mr. 
Garfish was fully authorized to apply 
for and receive the letter, having the 
nabled an thori/at ion from Senor Canal- 
efrvs. In the view of the state depart­ 
ment the letter was a stolen document, 
*nd that* like any other piece of prop­ 
erty, it should, upon application, be de­ 
livered to its rightful owner. There was 
Boother course left open, for in the 
United States, as in all other countries 
haring a code of laws, a letter becomes 
the sole property of the person to whom 
it is addressed immediately it starts on 
its way from the sender. 
Even the lat­ 
ter cannot, obtain possession of it with- 
sat the consent of the persou addressed; 
Hie limit of his powers legally being in 
certain cases to stop the delivery of the 
paper. 
This letter has besides already 
ttxnpletely served all of the uses for 
which it might have been applied by our 
government, and there are in existence 
fee simile copies of the paper that are so 
Barely authenticated as to leave no legal 
doubt of their accuracy. 
There now remains only the closing 
Rapter of the incident to be w ritten, 
for the end is already in sight. 
Not­ 
withstanding all that has been sa*d in 
the press about demands on Spain for 
apologies or retractions of the disagree­ 
able things said by Senor Dupuy De 
Lome in his letter, it can be positively 
gated that at no time since the publica­ 
tion of the letter has the state depart- 
■tent taken any such coarse. 
Instead, it has relied entirely upon 
the sense of propriety of the Spanish 
government to do all that was proper 
nan needful to wipe out the unpleasant 
impression produced by these state­ 
ment, and it can now be said that this 
•aurae has lieen fully justified and that 
the Spanish cabinet, now being aware 
a4 the full text of the letter, is expected 
within a day or two, to make such dis- 
•Iniiner of the letter as is required by 
the circumstances. 
The state depjirtment has received 
•final notice from Madrid of the se­ 
lection of Senor Louis Polo Bernabe as 
United States minister to succeed.Senor 
Dupuy De Louie.

WAilfllMOTON, Feb. 15.—The senate de­ 
voted almost four hours iii oxexntive 
session to the consideration of the Ha­ 
waiian treaty. 
The principal speech 
was made by Senator Pettigrew, this 
being th® third installment of bis re­ 
mark.' upon the subject. 
Senator Pettigrew devoted bi nisei f 
la rg ely to tho administration of Presi­ 
dent Dole, showing how tho govern­ 
ment of Queen Liluokalani had been 
overthrown aud to a presentation of his 
views of this government*s i>articipo­ 
tion in the revolution. 
He contended that the downfall of 
the queen’s government was due to a 
conspiracy on tho part of Mmister Ste­ 
vens. lei resenting the United States, 
and a few citizens of Honolulu, of 
whom President Dole was one, who 
wore backed by the marines of a United 
States battleship. 
Following Mr. 
Pettigrew, Senator 
Teller made a brief statement, calling 
Mr. Pettigrew’s attention to the fact 
that the United States minister was not 
the only representative of a foreign gov­ 
ernment who had recognized the Doh) 
government. 
Mr. Pettigrew replied 
that 
this was 
true, but tliat the 
reel guidon of the other governments 
had not come until the day following 
the queen’s abdication, whereas Minis­ 
ter Stevens' mn ignition had been before 
that time. 
Senator Praetor (Vt.) followed with a 
brief speech in favor of annexation. He 
cited the fact that England has strongly 
fortified posts all along our Atlantic sea- 
board, beginning with Halifax and rak­ 
ing in the Bermudas and the West 
Indies. 
He also called attention to the 
strong fortress at Esquimault and said 
that if England should possess tho Ha­ 
waiian Islands, as she might easily do 
incase we let this opportunity to ac­ 
quire them pass by, she would tie able 
to attack us from her own territory iii 
any direction. 
He also contended that 
it would be a comparatively easy matter 
for the Japanese to acquire the islands 
by populating them, as they ware ap­ 
parently very strongly inclined to do. 
He said that the United States failing 
to make the islands a part of this oonu- 
try, could not regard their seizure by 
erne other power as an offense against 
this country. 
He denied the statement 
of Senator Pettigrew that warships 
could not carry sufficient fuel from 
Hawaii to make them effective either 
for or against tho United States in case 
of hostilities.

“ Wherever he has gone the churches 
have been aroused, at least for a sea­ 
son, from their dead formalism, and 
their pious make believe to an intense 
earnestness of faith and action. 
They 
have been shocked into the conviction 
that a Sunday service means something 
more than a covetous devotional exer­ 
cise of the well dressed. 
“ I would beglad if we might pause 
here, with no criticism to utter, but 
; Mr. Moody has persisted-—needlessly 
; und vigorously persisted—in 
making 
the protest of liberals a necessity. More 
than any thousand men in America be 
has kept alive the senseless warfare of 
pi* ty against knowledge. 
He has per­ 
sistently opposed the truths of scieuce 
with the fears of superstition. Entirely 
J ignorant of Biblical scboiarruip in his 
*wn right, he has denounced and hin­ 
dered the work of the scholars to the 
full extent of bis influence. 
“ W ith all tho power and prestige of 
his great name lie has prohibited the 
exorcise of common sense in religion. 
As the foundation of his moral aud j 
spiritual effort—as the only foundation I 
of ethics aud prayer—be claims the in­ 
spiration and in fa llib ly of every sen 
tenre in the Bible.

Then we were fo rtunate eno ugh 
to get six mo re ho rses when we were 14 
miles fro m Lake 
Bennett 
We go t 
thro ugh with them befo re any mo re died 
aud then so ld them. Alto gether we lo st 
sev en ho rses, which was co nsidered v ery 
fo rtunate as co mpared with the ex peri- 
I ence o f o thers. 
Our ho rses all died fat, 
as they had been well fed and o ared fo r. 
It was the bard wo rk and a kind o f 
pneumo nia that killed them. 
It was a 
perfect ho rro r to see the way the ho rses 
died and were killed o n that trail, and I 
think I saw at least 4,000 dead animals. 
“ After reaching Lake Bennett we 
sawed o o r o wn lumber aud built a bo at 
28 feet lo ng. 
There were fo ur o f us to 
go do wn the lake and riv er to gether. 
We started fro m the head o f Lake Ben­ 
nett o n Oct. 81 and ran thro ugh the 
lake that day , 80 miles, with the wind 
so stro ng that o ther bo ats were afraid 
to v enture o ut. 
We were so late in the 


supper, and they prdno unced it a 
cided impro v ement o v er sitting o n the j 
gro und keeping up a lo g fire and eating 
fo o d seaso ned with sand. 
The place 
seemed do ubly fascinating by the so ft 
caudle light, and after the feast Mr. 
Bro wer, with his guitar, and Miss

Two 
men were lo st the day befo re we ran 
them aud hav e no t y et been reco v ered. 
A tramway is no w building aro und the 
rapids, so the danger will be o v erco me. 
"Fro m the fo o t o f Lake La Barge we 
ran successfully 35 miles o f the riv er— 
which is dangero us o n acco unt o f its 
swift current and the number o f ro cks 
—and Fiv e Finger and Reef rapids. All 
the w-ay fro m Reef rapids we w’ere trav ­ 
eling in flo ating ice, which go t wo rse 
each day . 
The riv er was nearly a so lid 
mass o f flo ating io e, and it was impo s­ 
sible to use the o ars. We became wedg­ 
ed in the flo ating ice and had to drift 
with it. At 4 o ’clo ck in the ev ening the 
riv er go rged, and we were stuck fast in 
the io e in the raidchaunel, where the 
riv er was o v er a mile wide. Fro m that 
o n it was a crushing and jamming o f 
ice, and the bo at came in fo r a full 
share. We managed to get the bo at np 
o u as much ice as po ssible to prev ent its 
being crushed aud mo v ed abo ut two 
miles in this crushing, grinding mass, 
so metimes being reared up in midair 
and at o ther times let do wn, no t kno w­ 
ing at what time we might be dumped 
into a chasm o f ice, which was co ntinu­ 
ally o pening up all aro und us. 
“ The jam finally became statio nary , 
and the bo y s turned into their blankets, 
leav ing me o n watch. A little after mid- 
uight the ice started again. 
I aro used 
the bo y s, and we sto o d trembling while 
watching o ur fate. The ice o pened just 
belo w the bo at aud began crushing 
abo v e us, sheering o ar bo at right up 
into the air o v er this chasm. 
Then it 
began to upset the bo at right into the 
chasm. 
.We sto o d o n the gunwale o n 
the upper side, no t kno wing but the 
nex t mo ment bo at aud all abiard wo uld 
be iu the water 12 feet belo w the ice. 
“ Fo rtunately , just as there seemed no 
ho pe fo r us the ice sto pped again, aud 
the riv er lo cked so lid. We waited awhile 
and saw there was no further mo v ement, 
and then I tried the ice aud saw I co uld 
wulk away to ward sho re. 
A ro pe wag 
tied aro und o ne o f the party , and he 
started to ward the sho re, bnt at a dis­ 
tance o f 100 feet o r so be came to a 
chasm that co uld no t be cro ssed, so we 
co ncluded to wait until day light befo re 
making further inv estigatio n.

day light came, we again tried to make 
sho re, and after a lo ng time fo und a 
way and succteded in landing.

A trainway is now building around the 
rapids, so the danger will be overcome.

We became wedg­ 
ed in the floating ioe and bad to drift 
with it At 4 o’olock in the evening the 
river gorged, and we were stuck fast in 
the ioe in the midchannel, where the 
river was over a mile wide. From that 
on it was a crushing and jamming of 
ice, and the boat came in for a full 
share. We managed to get the boat np 
on as much ice as possible to prevent its 
being crushed and moved about two 
miles in this crushing, grinding mass, 
sometimes being reared up in midair 
and at other times let down, not know­ 
ing at what time we might be damped 
into a chasm of ice, which was continu­ 
a lly opening up all around us. 
“ The jam finally became stationary, 
and the boys turned into their blankets, 
leaving me on watch. A little after mid­ 
night the ice started again. 
I aroused 
the boys, and we stood trembling while 
watching our fate. The ice opened just 
below tho boat and began crushing 
above us, sheering oar boat right up 
into the air over this chasm.

chasm. 
.We stood on the gunwale on 
the upper side, not knowing but the 
next moment boat aud all ab lard would 
be in the water 12 feet below the ice.

We waited awhile 
and saw there was no further movement, 
and then I tried the ioe and saw I could 
walk away toward shore. 
A rope was 
tied around one of the party, and be 
started toward the shore, but at a dis­ 
tance of IOO feet or so he came to a 
chasm that could not be crossed, so we 
concluded to wait until daylight before 
making further investigation. 
When 
daylight came, we again tried to make 
shore, and after a long time found a 
way and snooteded in landing. 
We 
made sleds and hauled our freight to 
Dawson over the ice gorges, as the trail 
was destroyed by the ice gorges running 
over it.
